SHRI MAKHIMONG SANGTAM, Dobashi, Longkhim, 
Naga Hills. (Posthumous). 

Effective date of the award— 17 th June 1959. 

On die 17lli June 1959 at about 0930 hours, Dobashi 
Makhimong Sangtam accompanied by four other Dobashis 
and a Dak unmet wue proceeding in a Government jeep 
from Longkhim fo Tucusang. Near milestone 41 on Mokok- 
chung— Tuensang Road ihc party wa'i ambushed by about 60 
hostiles aimed with 2 IMti, 2 sten guns an i rifles. Dobashi 
Makhimong who was siLLmg in the front seat of the jeep, 
jumped mu, Look position and immediately began firing at tnc 
hostiles thereby enabling the other Dobashis and the driver 
ot the jeep to gel dear of the vehicle and lake cover fiom 
whcie they could also return the hre of the hostiles. Dis- 
regarding Lhe fact that he was in an exposed position 
Dobashi Makhimong Sangtam continued firing. Although 
seriously wounded he accounted for two hosLilea before he 
'himself succumbed to a bullet through the chest. His 
example and courage not only gave the others of his parLy an 
oppoiiumty to get out of the jeep unscathed and take rover 
but also to return the hostile fire and kill one more hosule. 

Against the overwhelming superiority of the hostiles both 
in number and weapons. Dobashi Makhimong displayed 
courage of Lhe highest order. His gallantry will be remem- 
bered" by the local people for a long time to come.

On Lhe 29th Apiil 1958, when the food poisoning tragedy 
occurred at the Lok Sahayak Sena Training Camp at SasLham- 
cottah, Quillon Distrut. Keiala State, Jemadar S. Raja- 
manickam saved a number of lives by his initiative and 
presence of mind. Though be had paTtaken of the poisoned 
Food himself, and was sufleiing from giddiness and dimness 
of vision and ielt exuemcly unwell, he did not allow him- 
self to be admitted to the hospital until he had ananged 
for a bus ami the evacuation to the Quillon District Hospital 
of some 30 or more boys who had been affected by the food 
poisoning. The’ majority of the boy s lecovered but Jamadar 
S. Rajamanickam died while being removed to the hospital. 

Jemadar S. Rajamanickam's action in placing the welfare of 
the personnel under his rommand before his own safety was 
in the best traditions of the Army.
